month  of  Auguft  lalt,  to  order  that  our  Province  oi  ^le- 
bee  Ihould  be  divided  into  two  diftindt  Provinces,  to  be 
called  the  Province  of  Upper  Canada  and  the  Province 
of  Lower  Canada,  by  feparating  the  iliid  tv/o  Provinces 
according  to  the  following  Line  of  Diviiion,  viz,  **  To 
commence  at  a  Stone  iioundary  on  the  North  Bank  of 
the  Lake  St,  FranciSy  at  the  Cove  W'efl  of  Fcintc  au 
Bodcty  in  the  limit  between  th^  TownOiip  of  Lan- 
r^/e-r  and  the  Sein^neurie  of  Ne\v  Lor.giuuil,  running 
along  the  faid  Limit  in  the  Piredtion  of  North  thirty- 
four  decrees  Weft  to  the  weilermofl  Anf^k  of  the  faid

cffoitual  provifion  for  the  government  of  the  Province
